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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

1 . Claims 1 - 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yeager (#5,823,933) in view of Ouchi (#6,068,585). Yeager shows a supply roll with 
discrete members 26 on the supply roll. Yeager discloses that the film roll 54 can be 
prepared by connecting reclosable fasteners 26 to a flat sheet of film 55. Yeager does 
not disclose the specifics of the attaching or manufacturing. Ouchi discloses attaching 
discrete members 5, 6 on separate advancing continuous carrier webs as claimed. The 
strips 5, 6 are attached simultaneously to carrier webs 16,11. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide Yeager 
with connecting fastener means as taught by Ouchi to automate the operation of 
attaching discrete members to advancing webs. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims supra have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
